rters that the vote was taken, for had it 
heen delayed much longer the opposition 
‘would probably have grown to enough to de- 
feat it. However, the opposition in the house 
seers so great that it has no chance of becom- 


ing a Jaw, unless materially modified. 
On account of the Savannah and Brunswick 


delegations having failed to arrive today, none 
of the Georgia delegations appeared before the 
rive «aid harbor com ecasexpected.

AN ALABAMA CONTEST.

Mr, (irimes has proven himself to be an excel- 
lent worker, for today hesucceeded in getting 
the public building 2xommittee to report favor- 
ably on his bill for a public building in Colum- 
bus. Columbus is probably thesmallest city in 
the country haying no United States court, 
which has gotten a public building, and Mr.

The committee on territories today appointed 
a sub-committee to drafta bill enabling Da- 
kota, Montana, Washington and New Mexico 


territories to prepare constitutions, prelimin-— 


ary to being admitted to the union. It was 
only afier considerable discussion that the com- 
mittee agreed upon admitting Dakota as a 
whole. 

OTHER MATTERS.

THE BLAIR BILL PASSES. 
Final Remarks of Ite Authorin the Senate— 
The Vote. 

W asurneton, February 15.—In the senate 
Mr. Leck introduced a bill to reimburse states 
for interest paid on moneys expended in 
raising troops for the war of the rebellion. 
Referred. 

‘lhe senate then resumed consideration of 
the Blair educational bill, and was addressed 
by Mr. Hale in opposition. The history of the 
bill, he said, and its discussions in the senate 
were most interesting, unlike some measures 
which, by their inherent strength gained sup- 
port froin time to time until at last all opposi- 
tion disappeared. This bill had developed 
new antagonism at eyery stage of its consid- 
eration. In the forty-eighth congress, when 
the bill first passed the senate, objections to it 
had been mainly from senators whose strict 
construction of the constitution led them 
to believe that the provisions of the 
bill violated the fundamental proposi- 
tions of that greatinstrument. In the forty- 
hinth congress the method of distribution 
of the great fund covered by the bill had been 
assailed, and discussions at the present session 
had showed the practical objections to the bili 
wider and deeper and going to its enfire prin- 
ciples. It was the hard fate of the bill that as 
time went on less and less necessity was seen 
for itsenactment and more and more objec- 
tions were raised to its provisions. He was 
bound to say that aroused the expression of 
public sentiment north and south on the bill, 
and renewed evidences of accord with his col- 
leagues. The vote against the bill in the last 
congress had not been unwelcome. In this 
connection he referred to an editorial article 
inthe: Portland Press and to statements of 
several distinguished professors of colleges and 
Bchoo! teachers in various parts of the country 
averse to the bill, noticing particularly 
the dietum of General ‘Armstrong, 
vi Vortsineuth, Va., that the bill 
would destroy, in the southern states, that ed- 
ucation which comes from self help. If it 
were determined after full consideration with 
& plothora of revenue and an accumulation in 
the treasury, that the government should em- 
bark in the task of distributing a portion of it 
to the different states, then the state of Maine, 
instead of being taxed to help other states, 
ought to receive a portion of the fund, and he, 
therefore, favored the amendment offered b 
Mr. Plumb, which covered that provision. - 
paper contributed by a constitutional lawyer 
ol Constitutional objections to ‘the bill, was 
1@.d by Mr. Morgan, and aftera brief speech 
by Mr. Sanisbury against the bill, the dobate 
was closed by Mr. Blair in a final argument in 

'vocacy of the bill. Much of what had been 
said in discussion had been, he claimed, entirely 
outside of the real question at issue. As to the 
idea that the passage of the bill would destroy 
the. prineiple of self help, it was the utmost 
absurdity, What generation, he asked, ever 
educated itself? The bill had been charac- 
terized by college professors and college presi- 
dents as a bill to promote mendicancy. These 
college professors and presidents were them- 
selves ‘the most consummate beggers on the 
face of the earth and General Armstrong was 
the greatest beggar of the whvuie. It was be- 
cause college presidents were such accom- 
plished and successful — that there was 
such superior educatio this country, and 
it was because GenerallArmstrong was a great 
and successful hegent. at he had established 
ai institution at Hampto : 
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ton Post and other organs of the 
Opposition to the bill was a fight against the 
common schools of the country. Soon after 
the bill pamer the last. congress, and while it 
was still struggling in the handsof a packed 
committee in the house, where it was finally 
strangied, a senator had shown him, and he 
had read, the original letter of a Jesuit priest 
Sing a member of congress to oppose the 
bill and kill it. He said there was an organi- 
zation all over the country for the destruc- 
tion of the bill, and that they would 
destroy it inevitably and also that if 
they had known of it in season they could 
have prevented its passage through the senate. 
pw, had begunin season this time, but they 
would not destroy it. Twelve years ago, when 
he was a member of the house, and while there 
Was a proposition pending to ainend the consti- 
tution so as to prevent an appropriation of the 
Support of sectarian 
schools in the country, a friend of his pointed 
out to him nine Jesuits on the floor log-rolling 
against that proposition—nine at one time. 

These was not(he thanked God)jof the Cath- 
olie church. ‘Within the sound of his voice 
were sleeping the remains of John Carroll and 
Charles Carroll, of Carrollten—men who had 
been devoted in civil rights and to true relig- 
10n ; and against the memory 
of these men, or against the 
great Catholic organization of the country, he 
would say nothing, for he venerated their 
memory, and he venerated that great 
organization which, in his _ belief, 
Was the true exemplar of Christianity. He 
cared not how far it extended or how 
widely its power was{spread. But within that 
organization was a Jesuit organization, which 
had set out to control this country ; which had 
been repudiated by every country in the old 
world, Catholic or Protestant: but which had 
come to America, and was now trying to se- 
cure control of this continent by destroying the 
public school system. The Jesuits had been 
expelled from the countries of the old world, 
and the time would come when they would be 
looked upon asthe enemies of this country. 
and when the question of their expulsion would 
liave to be considered. All through the north, 
God only knew, under what influences the 
newspapers had opposed the bill, and had 
argued that such aid to common schools was 
no longer needed ; but he had, for three or four 
days, read of demonstrations from every state 
in the south, showing that it was still a neces- 
sity, and as much S50 as ever. 

He spvke of thefChicago Tribune as one of 
the papers which had for years advocated even 
the extraordinary appropriation of 880,900,000 
a year, proposed by General Logan for the 
school system of the country, but which now 
opposed this bill and denounced it as a bill for 
the promotion of mendicancy. What,he asked, 
had produced the change? The Boston Her- 
ald had for years been an advocate of the bill, 
but had abandoned it at the last congress, 
standing conveniently for a short time, oscil- 
lating first one way and then the other, and 
finally coucluding that the bill should not 
pass, and it had ever since then been its per- 
sistent opponent. He mentioned also in the 
same connection the Boston Advertiser and 
New York Sun and Times. The Times, he 
said, had been for years its  advo- 
cate, and was now charging that 
there was no pretense for it— 
that the necessity had passed away. Why, he 
asked, was this? It was because there was on 
the staff of every great newspaper in the coun- 
try today a Jesuit. whose business it was to see 
that a blow was struck, wherever there was an 
opportunity to strike, at the common school 
system of America, and the farther investiga- 
tion was carried in that direction the more 
patent would the fact appear. There was an- 
other power, he said, arrayed against the bill— 
the power of the liquor interest as represented 
by its Washington organ, the Sentinel. As to 
the Evening Post pamphlet, he de- 
clared that all the _ principal state- 
ments made in it were falsehoods. The time 
was not far distant when the people of the 
north would understand all the jugglery. The 
American people would have the truth from 
that gallery (pointing to the reporter’s gallery) 
or, said he, they will clear that gallery on 
which I now gaze. The bill might be defeated 
by direction or by indirection, but its principles 
would prevail. 

The debate closed at three o'clock, and the 
senate proceeded to vote on the bill and amend- 
ments, 

Mr. Plumb offered an amendment providing 
that the money should be annually divided 
among the several states and territories, and 
the District of Columbia, in proportion to their 
population between the ages of 10 and 21, as 
shown by the census.

The Dill appropriates annually for eight 
years the following sums, to be ‘“‘expended to 
secure the benefit of a common school educa- 
tion to all children of the school age, living in 
the United States:’’ First year, $7,000,000; 
second year, $10,000,000; third year, $15,000,- 
000; fourth year, $13,000,000; @fth year, $11,- 
000,000; sixth yoar, $9,000,000; seventh year, 
$7,000,000; eighth year, $5,000,000. The 
money is to be divided among the several 
states and territories and the District of Co- 
lumbia, in proportion to illiteracy, the compu- 
tation to be made -aecording to the census of 
1880 and (afterwards) 1890. There are to be 
separate schools for white and eolored children. 
No state or territory is to receive money under 
the act until its governor shal) have filed 
with the secretary of the inte- 
rior a statement showing the common 
school system in force in the state, the true 
amount of money expended during the pre- 
ceding school year for the support of common 
schools: the number of white and colored chil- 
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dren between theages of 10 and 21; the 
number of schools in operation; average at- 
tendance of scholars, etc. 

paid to any state or territory in any year 
greater than the amount expended out of its 
own revenues in the preceding year for the 
maintenance of common schools. No part of 
the funds is to be used for the erection or rent 
of school buildings, but an additional fund of 
two millions is to be allotted in the year for 
school houses, — owt ee or rent- 
ing, in sparsel wat istricts.

Mr. Randall, from the committee on appro- 
priations, reported a resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee of five mem- 
bers to investigate and report to the house 
what contracts have been made for the con- 
steuction of the new library building and the 
amount expended thereunder, the cause of 
delay in the progress of the work and what 
persons have been employed and paid from 
appropriations for the purchase of the 
site and construction of the building. 
Adopted. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the urgent deficiency bill. 

Items for various expenses connected with 
the departments came in for a good deal of 
criticism, in the course of which Mr. Randall 
said the purpose of the committee on appro- 
priations in calling attention to this matter 
was to bring the people in control of the ad- 
ministration of justice to the due realization 
of what was necessary in this connection. The 
committee on judiciary should frame some 
sort of amendment to the statute law which 
would prevent gross injustice which was done 
to innocent and inoffending citizens by trivial 
prosecutions. Many of these prosecutions, as 
said by the gentleman from Missouri, (Barnes) 
came under the internal revenue laws. By all 
means they should be abolished. [Applause.} 
The time had come when these wrongs should 
be duly considered, and he hoped the judiciary 
committee and the gentleman from Arkansas 
(Rogers) as a member of that committee would 
take a hand inthe work. A wink was some- 
times as good as a nod toa blind horse. 
{ Laughter. ] 

Mr. Rogers—I sometimes take a wink, but 
when I wink I wink at the tariff. Sgr — caged 

Mr. Randall—All right. We will wink to- 
gether, maybe. [Laughter and applause. } 

Mr. Rogers—If that suggestion means any- 
thing it gives me profoun 
heretofore we have not been winking together 
on that subject. 

Mr. Burnes said tuat he would never cease 
denouncing the horrors and evils perpetrated 
in the name of law by oflicersof tlre law-eander 
the internal revenue law. At the same time 
he wished to say to the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania (Randalj) and the country that he 
would remove the burdens of tariff taxation 
and reduce taxes on some of the necessaries of 
life before he would undertake to lessen inter- 
nal revenue taxation. [Applause. | 

Mr. Herbert attacked the fee system as the 
cause of the evils complained of, and he ap- 


peaied to the judiciary committee to bring in 


a bill which would remedy those evils. 

Mr. Burnes stated that the committee on ap- 
propriations was in receipt of estimates of ap- 
propriations for the completion of public build- 
ings in various parts of the country. As, in 
every case, the estimates exceeded the linits 
fixed by law, the committe could not, under 
the rules, incorporate the items in the bill. 
The buildings, however, must be completed 
and-he offered an amendment making an ap- 
propriation for the completion of buildings at 
the following points: Aberdeen, Miss., $4,000; 
Charleston, S. C., $138,000; Jackson, Miss., 
81,000: Lynchburg, Va., $2,000; Pensacola, 
Fia., $2,000; Richmond, Va., $53,000, anda 
large number of others in the north and west. 

The amendment was adopted. 

Pending discussion, the committee rose and 


the house adjourned. 
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THE GOVERNMENT’sS RIGHT 


To See That the Customs Laws Are Enforced 
At Quarantine Stations. 


WASHINGTON, February 15.—The secretary 
of the treasury received a letter from the col- 
lector of customs at Pensacola, in regard to the 

-alleged conflict of jurisdiction between the 
state quarantine officers and the customs in- 
spectors at that port, in which he asks, 
‘‘whether the department decisions, Nos. 2245 
and 6398, are still in force, or whether customs 
inspectors must foregothe right to examine 
and certify to manifests of vessels arriving In 
port until it may suit the convenience of the 
quarantine surgeon to do so.”’ 

Secretary Maynard,in reply, says that no 
material change has been made in the decision 
referred to, and that the later decision was 
founded on the opinion of the attorney-gen- 
eral. This decision is to the effect that the 
United States government has the clear 
right to see for itself and by the eyes of its 
own officers whether its customs laws are en- 
forced at quarantine stations as well as at 
other places, but that this duty should be exe- 
cuted with due reference to state health laws 
and regulations. Such conformity, how- 
ever, . not to amount to an 
abstentiou from ofticial duty, and 
that the universal rule by which upon 
conflict between state and United States laws 
the former necessarily gives way would not 
justify the customs officers from excluding the 
health officers from policing places which the 
former found necessary to oecupy in the course 
of duty. Assistant Secretary Maynard says 
that the department entirely concurs in this 
view of the act$, passed by congress to prevent 
the introduction of contagious diseases, and 
he calls attention to the sections of 
the act of April 1878, 
defining the duties of officers or agents of ma- 
rine hospital service at ports where the secre- 
tary of the treasury may deem it necessary to 
establish quarantine, and which provides that 
‘there shall be no interference in any manner 
with any quarantine laws or regulations as 
that now exist or may hereafter be adopted 
under state laws.” 

Attention is also? called to section. 47% re- 
vised statutes, wherein it is cnacted that: 

“Quarantine and other restraints established by 
the health laws of any state respecting any vessel 

airiving in or bound je apy port or district thereof 

shall be duly o>dserved by the offleers of customs 
revenue of the United States.”

WHO TAKE HIM TO THE MOUNTAINS 


Whip Him Severely and Tie Him toa Tree 
—Ofticers Pursuing the Strol*ing

The boy was taken to the mountain, 
when he again began crying and wanted to 
return home. He was-tied with ropes and 
brutally beaten, so that his body is covered 
with stripes from head to foot. After the ter- 
rible beating had been administered he was 
taken and tied to a tree and left there for a few 
hours, until the gypsies could get ready to 
move on. The little fellow watched his chances 
and at 30’clock managed to untie the ropes 
and while the gypsies had their backs turned, 
made his escape and ran all the way to the 
city, arriving at his home a little before 5 
o’clock. The circumstances were reported at 
police headquarters and Deputy Sheriff Spen- 
cer, armed with a warrant and summoning a 
posse .ef men, started in pursuit of the gypsies 
who are living on the mountain. The injured 
boy is badly hurt and is in a serious condition

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THREE UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPTS. 


A Drunken Man's Various Plans to Shaffie 
Off His Mortal Coll. 

Hevena, Ark., February 15.—{Special.]— 
John Burbridge, who was confined in the sta- 
tionhouse for contempt of court, made three 
unsuccessful attempts today tocommut suicide. 
He at first resorted to the time-honored cus- 
tom of hanging by the neck until he was dead, 
but his bed clothes did not make a halter sufii- 
ciently strong tohold him suspended in mid 
air. He then took.a nail from a hucket and 
tried ‘to sever his jugular vein, 
but his colored ecellmate caught him 
in the act and compelied him to desist. Later 
he tried to extinguish life by eating lime, but 
was again foiled. Burbridge came to the city 
Saturday and began to drink very excessively. 
Hie was a witness im a case in the juror’s 
court yesterday morning, but was too drunk 
to testify and was locked up for contempt. 
Hehad the jim-jams yesterday evening and 
last night he raved like a mad man. His 
home is at Batesville. He is said to have 
once been a highly respectei citizen of that 
place, but has been completely wrecked by the 
use of Whisky. The would-be suicide will be 
kept in this city until he recovers and will 
then be sent home. 


Attempt to Wreck a Train. 

CuatTraANooGa, February 15.—[Specia]. |}— 
This morning at 4 o’clock an attempt was 
made to wreck a freight train on the Memphis 
aud Charleston railroad at Paint Rock, sixty 
miles west of this city.

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THE FISHERIES TREATY. 


An Agreement Reached and the Document 
Signed. 

Wasrinaron, February 15.—After daily 
sessions for the last two wecks the fisheries 
commissioners, at 7 o’clock to-night, com- 
pleted their labors and signed the treaty, 
which, it is believed, will result in a satis- 
factory settlement of. the disputes that have 
existed for almost a century between this gov- 
ernment and Great Britain over the north At- 
lantic fisheries. The treaty is sigued by all 
six commissioners, and is said to have their 
full concurrence. It will be sent to the presi- 
dent to-morrow for transmittal to the senate. 
Before the treaty can take effect it must have 
the ratification of the queen of Great Britain, 
the dominion of Canada, the province of New- 
foundland, as well as of the United States 
senate. 

Although the treaty will not at present be 
made public, it can be stated that it relates ex- 
clusively to disputs concerning the fisheries of 
the north Atlantic coast and does not include 
any provisions concerning the Behring’s sea 
troubles or commercial reciprocity. The 
treaty, it may also be added, does not contem- 
late the admission of fish into the United 
States free of duty. 

Secretary Bayard said tonight that he could 
not, becanse of his official position, make 
known the contents of the treaty, but that it 
was his earnest wish that it should be given to 
the press by those having the right to make 
such disposition of it, and that every line of it 
should be published. The dispute, he said, 
had been of long standing and had come to 
him by inheritance when he assumed the du- 
ties of secretary of state. He had used his 
best endeavors to reach a satisfactory agree- 
ment with the government of Great Britain 
and believed that he had succeeded So far as 
it lay in his power to effect a settlement.

STRUCK BY A TRAIN. 


A Mother and Her Son Mangled by the 
Wheels.

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STRUCK WITH AN AX.| 


A Blow That May Cause the Death 
of An Overseer. 


A Fight Near Bolingbroke—Mr. Dew- 
berry Attacked by Farm Hands 
and Badly Wounded. 


Macoxw, Ga., February 15.—[Special.}-—In a 
looa) paper, issued yesterday, ahalf column 
account was published, describing the murder 
of Mr. J. W. Dewberry, of Bolingbroke, which 
was saidto have occurred Monday of this 
week, by three negro women and one negro 
man. It was stated that he was killed with 
an ax, and after the murder his body was terri- 
bly mutilated and hacked up by the women 
‘with the same weapon. Mr. Dewberry madea 
_ desperate struggle for life, snapping his pistol 
‘Yn the face of his assailants five times, but it 
failed to fire for the first time since it has been 
in his possession, so the reporter’s informant 
said. it was rumored over the city today that 
the report was untrue, and that the statement 
was groundedjon the fact that Mr. Dewberry, 
who is Captain W. O. Wadiey’s overseer, had 
had a fight with some negroes a few weeks 
ago. 
The murder was much talked of over the 
city, and the public were greatly horrified at 
the affair. A ConsTITUTION reporter went to 
Bolingbroke this morning, to get a correct ac- 
count of the matter, so as to be able to present 
it to the readers of THe ConsTITUTION in its 
true light. At the depot Captain Wadley was 
found. He was just going over to the Dew- 
berry place, and from him the following 
facts were learned: 

On the 15th day of last January, Mrs. Henry 
LaSuere requested Captain Wadley to see jthat 
the negioes did not take any more wood from 
a pine thicket, which is on her land, about a 
fourth of a mile from the railroad. Captain 
Wadley told his overseer, Mr. Dewberry, to 
watch the negroes, and if he caught any of 
them in the woods to run them out. ‘Two days 
later, January 17th, when riding through 
the woods, he saw a negro, named 
Tom Howard, with an ax in_ his 
hand, preparing to cut wood. He told him it 
was private property and that he must leave 
atonce. The negro said he had as much right 
to get wood there as any one, and that he 
would get as much as he wanted. Mr. Dew- 
berry then dismounted and again ordered him 
to leave. Howard raised his ax and advanced 
toward himin a ve threatenizng manner. 
Mr. Dewberry drew his pistol and fired two 
shots over his head to frighten him off. The 
negro ran and made the circuit of the woods, 
coming out at his house, which was about two 
bundred yards from there, on the other side of 
the road. Asthe woods were rather thick, 
Mr. Dewberry walked his horse to the road 
where he intended to mount and ride to the 
station. When he reached the road, Tom’s 
sister, Mattie Howard, met him with a fenee 
rail in her hand and commenced to curse and 
swear at him. She raised’ the stick 
to strike him, when he caught 
her in the collar and struck her a blow 
in the face that knocked her down. Tom then 
appeared upon the scene with the ax, and 
struck him a blow on the thigh, two inches 
above the knee, which made a wound about 
two inches Jong and one and a half deep. Mr. 
Dewberry then fired the two remaining shots 
at him, the last one entering the left of his 
breast, glancing and passing through the arm. 

Dewberry then went home and to bed, and 
had a doctor to sew up the cut, which would 
have been well in four or five daysif he had 
not been imprudent and gone out before it had 
entirely healed, But after staying in bed two 
days he went to work again, and in some way 
gota fall, which broke the wound under the 
skin. The escaping blood formed a pus, and 
now Mr. Dewberry is in a very dangerous con- 
dition. Dr. McHatton, of Macon, assisted by 
several local physicians, held a consultation 
and advised Dr. Rudisill, who has the case in 
charge, as to the course for him to pursue. Mr. 
Dewberry is still unconscious, but a slight 
change for the better was noted today.

Two Negroes Killed by a Train in 
Americus. 


A Wreck On the Buena Vista Railroad-—- 
Tragedy at Monticello—Other 
News of Interest. 


Buexa Vista, Ga., February 15.—[Special.] 
Two serious accidents occurred on the Buena 
Vista and Ellaville railroad last night. Three 
freight boxes attached to the regular passenger 
train jumped ‘he track near LaCrosse, One 
car was completely wrecked. The engine and 
one box car, which remained on the track, 
brought the passengers and mail on to Buena 
Vista. The construction train was ordered 
from Americus to the wreck. As this was 
pulling out of Americus it ran over and killed 
two negromen. The Central and the Buena 
Vista and Ellaville railroads run parallel about 
two miles. These two negroes stepped from 
the Central to escape a passing Central freight 
train, unconscions of the approach of the con- 
struction train. The wreck was cleared last 
night and regular schedules were run today.

Two colored men, Simon Shines and Alex. 
Crittenden, were run over and instantly killed 
by a construction train on the Buena Vista 
railroad near the Troup street crossing in this 
city last night. Themen were watching an 
incowing, Central freight train, when the 
Buena Vista train backed out without signal- 
ling or showing lights. The noise made by 
the Central train was so great that the men 
failed to hear the approaching construction 
train and were knocked down by it and their 
bodies horribly mangted. The coroner’s jury 
could not agree as to whether death resuited 
from the carelessness upon the part of the vic- 
tims or the railroad company, and returned a 
verdict accordingly. .-

CORBIN'S STORY 


Of the Cause of the Trouble on 
the Reading Road. 


The Coal and Iron Company Owned 
and ControMed by the Kailroad 
Company--Causes of Strike. 


PHILADELPHIA, February 15.—The congres- 
sional Committee appointed to investigate the 
strike on the Reading railroad system and in 
the Schuylkill and Lehigh eoal regions,and its 
relations to the alleged sto»page of interstate 
commerce on the Reading system, met at the 
Continental hotel this morning and examined 
President Corbin, of the Reading railroad 
company. The special purpose of the com- 
mittee in holding’ sessions in this city is to hear 
the railroad side of the question from officers 
of the company in order to establish the juris- 
diction. An admission was drawn from Cor- 
bin that the Reading system had connection 
by way of Bondbrook to New York and 
throngh traffic in that direction, and that it 
also owns and operates a line of boats to carry 
coal to New York, Boston and other interstate 
points, but he said that the company in oper- 
ating these coal lines carried the coal of the 
Reading Coal and Iron company, and was not 
a Conon Carrier. 


: 


Mr. Anderson drew from witness the facf. 


that the Reading railroad company owns the 
entire capital stock of the Reading Coal and 
[ron company. The charters of both compa- 
nies, Mr. Corbin said, amte-dated the present 
State constitution, and they expressly provided 
thatthe stock of the coal company might be 
owned by the railroad company, so that the 
prohibition of such owumaakis did not affect 
these, companies, Witness said that when 
running on full time the Reading system em- 
ploys about 19,000 men in or about the mines, 
and there are now about 3,000 employed. Every 
effort had been made to get men to mine coa 
at such prices in competition with other opera- 
tors, the company could afford to pay. The 
Reading miners had been paid, on an average, 
better wages than ‘any other miners in the state. 
The miners were paid on a sliding scale. the 
basis‘of which is $2.50 per ton for coal. By special 
contract, miners on the Readingjsystem had 
been paid a very large advance for a portion of 
last yedr because of the strike in the Lehigh 
region. They had, however, agreed to go back 
after January ist on the old basis and because 
the company could not pay an advance they 
went out on strike. i 

Mr. Corbin said that the coal and jron com- 
pany made very little money when coal was at 
$2.50, although under the scale the miners did 
very well. 

Witness then gave a history of the strike 
now in progress on the railroad system and its 
causes. He said, and explained at length, the 
reason for the statment that the whole trouble 
came from attempts of the Knights of Labor 
to refuse to handle freight sent to the Reading 
system from mines where there was a strike in 
progress, (the Lehigh region) and in which 
strike that organization was enjoined not to 
move goods which came from firms which 
employed “scab’’ or non-union labor. 

Mr. Corbin explained that the company was 
bound as a common carrier to accept and move 
ail freight offered to it for transportation, and 
could not{keepjmen injitsilemploy whojrefused to 
move such freight. In speaking of the strikers 
who refused to come back when they were 
given an opportunity on Tuesday, December 
27th, after the-knights had ordered them out, 
Mr. Corbin said: 

‘‘In this way there were about 2,600 men 
laid off the rolls, and none of them shall come 
back while Lam president of the road.’’ 

Mr. Corbin quoted figures to show that the 
Reading coal and iron company has only re- 
ceived since 1881 an average of 23 cents per 
ton net for coal, and said that no owner of coal 
land would lease his property at a royalty of 
25 vents per ton. Returning to the question 
of the Reading coal and iron company, Mr. 
Corbin said the capital stock of that company, 
which was fally paid, was $8,000,000, and that 
it bad «a mortgage debt of many millicns— 
thircy or more—which were given for pur- 
inoney and improvements. He ex- 
plained that most of the boats which he had 
referred to as carrying coal in connection 
with the Reading railroad company to 
Boston, New York and other 
points was the propérty of the Coal and 
fron company and not of the railroad com- 
pany, and that the beats were not on any well 
ascertained and permanent route, but were 
‘trainns,’’ taking coal to such points as from 
t> time was fonnd necessary or conven-

port.

To this Mr. Corbin replied that 
he dia uot consider the coal company a com- 
mon carrier, and that it was not bound to mine 
or deliver a ton of coal unless it saw fit, and 
that it was not bound by any kind of law or 
obligation to.mine its coal ata loss, or merely 
for expenses. ; 

There are 5,000 men at work on the railroad, 
lie said, which is 1,500 less than before the 
strike. In all there are about 3,000 miners at 
work, as comparcd with about 19,000 before the 
strike. No trouble whatever has been ex- 
perienced in working the, railroad, and the 
company has all the mén it wants. 

_Returuing to the attitude of the strikers, a 
inember of the committee asked whether Mr. 
Corbin did not think that it was really the dis- 
charge of Sharkey and Hede which led to the 
strike. To'this he said em ae” 
He was then asked: 

‘Why do you refuse to take any of the 2, 
men, Who went out on railroad system, back ?”’ 
‘Because they went out to iniare our road.

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The Blovdy Shirt Issue. 

It now seems probable that John Sher- 
man wil] receive the republican nomination 
for the presidency, and the bloody shirt issue 
comes to the front as the great question on 
which the republican party will again appeal 
to the country. 

Mr. Sherman is the foremost representa- 
tive of the bloody shirt contingent, and his 
nomination will mean that this issue will 
be pushed more vehemently than ever by 
the republican party. When Mr. Blaine 
was nominated four years ago, it was cer- 
tainly lils purpose to conduct the campaign 
on a higher plane than that to which it was 
lowered before its close. His whole course 
as a public man gave rise to the hope that 
he would eschew sectionalism in his cam- 
paign for the presidency, and that he would 
base his candidacy on more solid, substan- 
tial and patriotic principles. He undoubt- 
edly entered the contest with thisin view, 
and it was not until he saw that he was con- 
ducting what he believed would be a losing 
fight, that he raised the bloody shirt; and 
in hopes of turning defeat into victory, 
waved it before the country with a venom 
and hostility which surprised even his own 
support. Instead ofthe result being as Mr. 
Blaine desired, it insured his defeat and 
robbed him of even that kindly feeling which 
the people of the south had felt for him. 

Of those who stood behind Mr. Blaine, 
holding up his hands and lending every 
encouragement to his tirade against the 
south Mr. Jolin S. Clarkson, editor of the 
Iowa State Register, and a member of the 
national republican executive committee, 
was among the most prominent. Mr. 
Clarkson has for years been looked upon as 
a most bitter, prejudiced, vindictive and 
acrimonious enemy of the south, which his 
paper has abused witha venom alnfost 
inconceivable in its intensity; and when 
Mr. Blaine, in desperation, took up the 
bloody shirt, he did so with the heartiest 
approval of Mr. Clarkson and his paper. 

he country was startled a few weeks ago 
by the announcement that Mr. Clarkson 
and the Register had experienced a com- 
plete change in sentiment about the bloody 
shirt. -Heopenly announced that there was 
no chance of republican success as things 
now stood, and that to be successful, it was 
necessary to break the solidity of the south. 
He believed that this could be. done, if the 
republican party abandoned its position of 
hostility and broadened its platform; drop- 
ping old war issues, and cultivating a 
friendly feeling with the white people of the 
south. Since then Mr. Clarkson has been 
very emphatic in his position on this ques- 
tion, and has continually urged the repub- 
lican party to take down the bloody shirt 
as ite standard, and go before the country 
on live and patriotic issues. 

Whatever may have been Mr. Clarkson’s 
purpose in adopting this course, he will find 
that he does not represent the sentiment of 
the leaders of the republican party. If he 
is candid in the position he takes, he de- 
serves credit, and will be sustained by good 
republicans throughout the country. How- 
ever, the men who contro] the machinery 
of the republican party will not listen to 
him, but will continue their relentless war- 
fare on the south in hopes that they may 
yet be successful on that issue. It is said 
that Mr. Clarkson had an eye on Louisiana 
when he announced in favor of a change of 
policy, for ‘if the republicans will not 
sectionalize the tariff by taking the duty off 
sugar,’ says Mr. Clarkson, ‘‘there is a 
chance to carry Louisiana at the state elec- 
tion in April, and thus break the solid south 
before the national campaign is really 
opened.” 

None are more willing to abandon the 
bloody shirt issue than the people of the 
south; and Mr. Clarkson is right in saying, 
that ifthe republican party ever hopes to 
gain a foothold in the south, it must first 
drop the war and its issues. Consequently, 
from one standpoint, we would a that 
the republicans still cling tothe bloody 
shirt. The solidity of the south and the 
triumph of the democratic party is assured 
as long as sectional hatred and prejudice is 
the nucleus around which is centered the 
issues of a party which would thrive by 
oppression. 

Mr. Clarkson will find that Louisiana will 
‘mot be carried by the republicans in April; 
and the sincerity of his position will be 
shown by the course he adopts after the 
result in that state is known. The repub- 
Jicans have already begun their national 
eXmpaign, and it is evident that they are to 
base it chiefly on the bloody shirt issue. If 
Mr. Sherman is nominated, we will have 
such a campaign of sectional malignity and 
southern hatred as the country has never 
seen before. 

If Mr. Clarkson means what he says, he 
cannot support Mr. Sherman on this issue.

thirty-eight indictments before the courts, 
which, at the present rate of trial, will oc- 
cupy over two years. He thinks that to 
make the law effective, he ought to have 
more law, more money, and more officials. 
Neither of these would do any good in mak- 
ing the Jaw effective, if public sentiment is 
against it. The Providence Journal rightly 
expresses the situation, when it says, ‘‘Law 
and officers have done about all that such 
agencies can do, in the present state of pub- 
lic feeling. Now give the amendment more 
potency and better moral support, for there 
is still a number of people who believe that 
prohibition can be made to prohibit. 
time they made their influence felt.’’ This 
state of affairs cannot be explained away by 
argument. ‘The law was passed more than 
two years ago, and its workings stand forth 
as a stern reality. State prohibition will 
not do, when there are localities absolutely 
opposed to such a remedy for the evils of 
the liquor traftic. The open evasion of the 
law in these localities will put a premium 
on its violation in every other part of the 
state; even where public sentiment is with 
it. Rhode Island had better adopt Georgia's 
plan on this question, and try local option. 
It will find that this will prove much more 
satisfactory. Then those counties that 
want prohibition can get it, and those that 
don’t want it can regulate the trade to the 
best advantage. 

In this connection, the working of the 
high license law in Philadelphia is worthy 
of note. The new law went into effect at 
the beginning of this year, and the number 
of legalized saloons in that city has been re- 
duced from 6,000 to 2.500.

Free Trade and Protection in England. 

England is the typical free trade country 
of the world, and the alleged prosperity of 
her people is supposed to be the result of 
the practical application of that policy. But 
there are two sides to the question, even in 
England, where the matter is supposed to 
have been settled beyond controversy. 
Facts and statistics recently printed from 
official sources show that all is not well, 
even in merry England. 

We print elsewhére, from the London 
Morning Post, a very strong letter on the 
subject from the pen of Mr. Edward Sulli- 
van. It is a very interesting document, and 
we trust that our readers will give its state- 
ments the attention they deserve. Here is 
the testimony of a leading public man as to 
the effects of free trade in England, where 
the experiment has been tested for more 
than a generation. 

Mr. Sullivan’s letter goes to the root of 
the matter. He says, and says truly, that 
the principle of protection concerns itself 
not so much with capital as with labor. 
Capital, driven away from the lines of in- 
dustrial development and progress, can still 
take care of itself. It can be boxed up and 
stored away. It can afford to be idle. 

But it is not so with labor. The working- 
man must have work, or lie will starve. He 
must have remunerative employment, or he 
will reach the point of degradation, whieh 
has already been reached in England, and 
which Mr. Sullivan so graphically describes. 
The industries of this country have been or- 
ganized by means of the investment of capi- 
tal—and that capital is amply able to take 
care of itself. If free trade, or anything 
approaching it, should intervene to drive it 
out of this particular line of investment, it 
would find investment elsewhere, or, if not, 
the bank safes of the country are large 
enough to hold it. 

It is not this capital nor these investments 
that THE CONSTITUTION is so anxious to 
protect. They have their own resources. 
But if capital is driven out of the product- 
ive industries of the country by any revision 
of the tariff that squints in the direction of 
free trade, what is to become of the labor 
that is employed by it? Whatis to become 
of the workingmen who are now drawing 
their wages from it? 

Itis very pretty, no doubt, for the free- 
traders to talk about lower prices, but what 
does an unemployed workingman care 
about cheap prices, if he is out of work and 
has no money to pay his rents or buy his 
food? Of what benefit to him will cheaper 
goods be, if he is earning no money to buy 
them? 

THE CONSTITUTION is not in favor of 
placing the laboring men of this country on 
a level with the degraded labor of Europe, 
nor is it in favor of bringing the farmers 
down to the level of the farmers of England.

An Interesting Case. 

The final issue of the Tyler case in Brook- 
lyn will be awaited with interest every- 
where.

He borrowed money, and procured 
policies in various insurance and mutual 
benefit companies to insure the loans. He 
failed in his enterprises and committed sui- 
cide, after willing his insurance money to 
his mother, brothers and sisters. His last 
letter to his family appeared to convey the 
idea that he had insured his life with the 
deliberate intention of killing himself, 

It seems that some of the insurance com- 
panies paid the claims against them, but a 
number of mutual benefit companiés went 
into the courts and by way of defense 
alleged that Tyler had worked a scheme to 
dtfraud them. The jury took this view of 
it, and gave a verdict for the defendants, 
but it is announced that an appeal will be 
taken, 

Asarule, according to the decisions of 
the courts, suicide is a prima facie evidence 
of insanity, and does not release an insur- 
ance company from the payment of its poli- 
cy. Of course, the case is different when 
a man plans his suicide, and then takes out 
his policies.~ That would be fraud. 

But the Tyler case is a peculiar one. The 


| money-lenders tempted this man to insure 
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failure that he committed suicide, and his 
last letter shows that he was a disappointed 
and disheartened man, completely unnerved 
by his bad luck. It is therefore possible 
and even probable that he did not attempt 
to defraud the companies, ‘but that he final- 
ly yielded to his suicidal impulse in a mo- 
ment of despair when his mind had lost its 
nt aa 

When the case comes up on appeal it may 
be that the result will be different. At any 
rate, the insurance companies and the peo- 
ple would like to see the questions involved 
finally settled, although it is safe to say that 
very few men will go into a fraudulent 
scheme in which self-murder is essential to 
success.

A Forbidder Subject. 
From the London Morning Post. 

Protection in the sense I use it, means pro- 
tection to labor, protection tonative industry, and 
this is the sense in whigh it is comingto be under- 
stood by the great mass of the working classes in 
this countiy. In this sense it has during the last 
few months come to the front with a bound. And 
no wonder—the wolf isat the door! The working 
men ef England are beginning to realize what the 
working men of every other industrial community 
in the world have always realized, that protection 
to labor is the laborer’s question, not the capitalists. 
England is the only country in the world in which 
it has been assumed that protection to labor is a 
question of capital. But itisa mistake. It is first 
of all a question of labor. In every branch of Brit- 
ish industry the products ot foreign labor are driv- 
ing out the productsof English labor. Employment 
and wages are fast failing. Agricultural labor- 
rers are competing for work at 10s. 
and 9s. a week. Those who live’ by 
labor say, “Why stand we here idle all the day? 
Why doth no man hire us? How is it that in the 
largest consuming conimunity in the world, with 
consumption daily and hourly increasing, the work 
ofthe producers is daily and hourly decreasing’”’ 
“Why can’t we get wore?’’ say the workers, and the 
answer is coming back to them with hourly increas- 
ing distinctness, ‘“‘Because the foreigner is doing 
your work.” “Why, then, does the foreigner do 
our work?” asks the English worker. ‘‘Because he 
works for less wages,”’ says the free-trader; ‘‘tecause 
he works longer hours, because he is more thrifty, 
because he produces cheaper.’ But again asks the 
English workman, ‘If we work for less wages, and 
longer hours, and are more thrifiy, and produce 
cheaper, shall we keep our work?’ “No, indeed,”’ 
replies the free-trader; ‘‘the foreigner will work for 
still lover wages, and still longer hours, and be 
still more thrifty,and produce cheaper still. It 
is entirely a question of cost, and in cost 
they can always beat you.” “Then we must 
be protected, or leave the country,’”’ say the 
English workers. ‘‘Leave the country you may,’’ 
reply the free-tri @ers, ‘‘in fact, it is probably the 
very best thing you can do; but protected you never 
shall be—not, indeed, unless you make it a condi- 
tion of giving your vote. If rou say I will only vote 
for those who will advocate y;Fotection to labor, 
then, of course, the question assumes an entirely 
different aspect. Under those altered circumstances 
protection might become as necessary tous as it 
isto you.”” Well, it is not quite impossible that the 
English workers may see the question in this light 
also. They may make the promise of protection to 
native industry the condition of giving their vote, 
and then what a scuttle we shallsee. Hey, Presto! 
and ninety-nine out ofevery hundred free-traders 
would become protectionists before you could say 
Jack Robinson! It is a fact, deny it who can, that 
this question of protection is only a question of the 
popular vote. 

Free-traders proclaim with glee that England 
can be supplied by foreign workers with everything 
she consumes cheaper than she can be supplied by 
English workers at home; and the free-traders 
are right. There 1s scarcely anything that can- 
not be prcduced cheaper in some part of the world 
by foreign labor than it can be produced at home 
by English labor; and freight and transport are so 
low that there is scarcely a single article, raw or 
manufactured, that will not pay carriage to an Eng- 
lish market. England need produce nothing; she 
can be supplied with everything she requires from 
abroad; but if the wealth of a country is the yalue 
of what it produces, the wealth of England must 
decrease as the value of her production 
and let the “figure men’ say 
what they like, the wealth of the coun- 
try has diminished, is diminishing, and 
will continue to diminish with accelerated speed. If 
English consumers are to be supplied by foreign pro- 
ducers, how are English producers to live? How 
can they buy if they have not got any money? And 
how are they to get any money if they don’t earn 
any wages’? And how are they to earn any wages if 
they don’t get any work? How can they consume 
unless they first produce? Did the folly of man ever 


supplying an industrial community of 34,000,000 
with everything abroad cheaper than they can pro- 
duce it themselves? 
priving our working men of work. Itis only political 
economists run riot who could have conceived it. 
‘‘Happy work people,’’ say the free-traders, ‘‘you 
do not 
stowed on you; we have made worka quetion of 
secondary importance to you; we have put you into 
a position in which youcan actually buy cheaper 
than you can produce. It is true you have no work, 
but then everything is cheap. Think what your 
position would have been if you had no work and 
everythine was dear!”’

The End of a Remarkable Life—D. R. Locke 
: is No More. 

Totgepo, O., Febru 15.—D. R. Locke 
(Petroleum V. Nasby) died in his residence in this 
city of consumption and complication of organic 
troubles at 6:30 this morning. 

David Ross Locke, who has for years ranked 
among the leading newspaper humorists and prac- 


tical newspaper men of the country, was @ native | 


of New York, and was, at the time of bis death, in 
his fifty-fifth year. In early life he learned the 
piinting business, and while yet a boy took his 
turn at “tramping.” After a while he settled down 
in a little place called Plymouth, Ohio, where he 
founded the Plymouth Advertiser. He started with 
no capital, but the enterprise was suc- 
cessful. Later he was connected with several 
Ohio papers, among them __ the Mansfield 
Herald, the Bucyrus Journal, the Bellefontaine 
Republican, the Findlay Jeffersonian, and the To- 
ledo Blade. 

It wasat Findlay that he first began to write the

The Editorial 
Constitution Bears Fruit. 
strong Indorsement by Prominent Men Who 
Think Well of the Plan to Sell the 
Customhouse to the City. 


The editorial in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION 
headed, ‘‘T'wo Buildings for One,’’ was widely 
discussed throughout the city, and most favor 
ably commented on. 

A representative of the paper took a turn 
among prominent people and asked them what 
they thought of the idea of the city of Atlanta 
purchasing the customhouse from the govern- 
ment for a city hall, and the “‘government put- 
ting the amount paid for it with the extra ap- 
propriation for its enlargement and construct- 
ing a building suitable for its needs.”’ 

SOME CITY OFFICIALS. 

Mayor Cooper said:—‘‘I have read the edi- 
torial and I think the plan an excellent one. 
The customhouse would be a most suitable 
place for the city offices. But, of course, At- 
janta is in no condition to buy it outright. If, 
however, an arrangement could be made by 
which the city of Atlanta could purchase that 
building at a reasonable figure, on proper 
terms, and pay for it from time to time as she 
becomes able to do so, I would fayor the pur- 
chase.” 

Alderman Albert Howell—‘‘I think it a good 
idea. The building, I believe, cost $250,000. 
Now, if the city of Atlanta could buy it, as it 
now stands, for that amount, on proper terms, 
I think that it would be a good trade for the 
city to make.”’ 

Hon. Frank P. Rice—‘‘It isa good idea. 
This building is splendidly suited to city 
oftices. Thecity might buy itif the govern- 
ment could give hertime to pay forit. The 
question is, would the government credit the 
city. Ifshe would, it would do no harm for 
the council to consider the matter.”’ 

POSTMASTER RENFROE, 

Postmaster John W.Renfroe—‘‘It is a capital 
idea. This building is terribly crowded. Take 
the postoftice department. It is very poorly 
arranged for a postoflice in the first place, and 
at present, even if enlarged, would not meet 
the growing demands of the department. 
There can be no question of the fact that the 
government needs a new building in Atlanta.

lace a magnificent government building. 

hen the city of Atlanta would have a fine 
city hal! and the government a splendid cus- 
tomhouse and postoftice, both centrally located. 
The site of the old capitol is the best place for the 
postofiice. One good reason being that, when 
Atlanta is made a distributing point for postal 
matter, envelopes, ete., a track could be built 
right up to the back of the building from the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, only a short 
block distant. I don’t think a better location 
could be found in Atlanta for a government 
building than the site on which the old capitol 
now stands.”’ 

ASSISTANT POSTMASTER WOODWARD. 

Mr. Park Woodward, assistant postmas- 
ter—‘‘Yes, T heartily favgr the plan. I be- 
lieve that I was the first man to mention the 
idea. 
the city of Atlanta would save $50,000, be- 
eause Tthink that she could buy it for that 
much less than it will take to put upa city 
hall, which she must have sometime. No 
more suitable building than this could Se 
constructed for a city hall. It is just the 
thing as it now stands. The government 
needs a new pbuilding in Atlanta. If 
she keeps this one it will have 
to be enlarged every few years be- 
cause of the growth of the business in the 
building and in the city.

The article in THE CoNnsTITUTION several 
days ago about the trouble between the At- 
lantaand Florida and the Savannah, Griftin 
and North Alabama railroads excited consid- 
erable interest in railroad circles. 

A reporter called on Mr. Brunner, of the 
Atlanta and Florida, at his cosy quarters on 
Alabama street, yesterday, and asked if there 
were any new developments.

Just as soon as Mr. Belknap, the gen- 
erai manager of the Central railroad, heard 
that the obstruction had been put on the track 
at Cresswell,he telegraphed the division super- 
intendent to remove it immediately.”

‘We learned that Mr. Falgham, the divis- 
ion superintendent of the Savannah, Grittin 
and North Alabama road, had the engine put 
there.”’ 

‘*By what authority ?”’ 

‘*By order, as was claimed, of Superintend- 
ent Heggie.”’ ; 

‘*For what reason ?”’ 

‘*That, I cannot tell.’’ 

‘‘Has your line yet crossed the Savannah, 
Griftin and North Alabama ?’’ 

“Yes, work was completed across the track 
today, and our men are now working about one 
mile the other side.’’ 

‘*What has been the conduct of the Atlanta 
and Florida railroad toward the Savanuah, 
Griftin and North Alabama ?”’ 

**We claim that it has been very liberal. We 
made avoluntary agreement in writing, té 
lay steel rails thirty feet up and down 
the Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama 
track from the point where we cross it. We 
made this agreement to fortify that road 
against any trouble that might arise from our 
crossing their track, which is weak at the 
crossing point—Cresswell. That agreoment 
was aceepted, and the steel rails were probably 
put down today by our hands.

CHEAP SOUTHERN RATES. 


The Trouble 


The Southern and Central Traffic Associa- 
tions Agree to Aid Iinmigration. 

The Southern Traffic association has just 

been successful in securing cheap rates froin 


points in the north to points in the south- 


through an agreement with the Central Trattic 
association of Cincinnati. 

This gratifying state of affairs was brought 
about through the efforts of a convention 
which met first at Chattanooga about six 
weeks ago. In this convention were repre- 
sented forty-five of the most progressive 
southern cities, and a committee of seven 
members, one from each state represented, 
was appointed to confer, on behalf of these 
cities, with the Central Traffic association, at 
Cincinnati, and the Southern trattic associa- 
tion, at New Orleans. The first meeting was 
at Atlanta, about a month ago. Nothing was 
accomplished by this, owing to the fact that 
the Southern traffic association was not sufti- 
ciently represented. 

On the 7th instant the Central Traftic associ 
ation met at Cincinnati. The committee laid. 
before this body the request of the convention 
that a one cent rate be granted to i southern 
cities. The association agreed to do whatever 
the Southern Traffic association would do. 

This latter named association met in New 
Orleans on the 11th, and the petition for one 
cent rates was laid before them. After con- 
sidering the matter the association agreed to a 
rate of 14 cents per mile. 

The Central association then began corres- 
pondence as to detaiis, and on the 14th Mr. 
John T. Graves.of Rome, chairman of the 
committee, received official notice of the final 

ment. 

This provides arate of one and a half cents 

rmile each way, with stop-over privileges 

rom points in the north and west to all points 
south, good to return in thirty days. The 
tickets will be sold February 28, March 13, 
March 27, April 10 and April 24. 

This action is destined to be of great benefit 

to the south, as the inevitable effect of cheap 
nger rates will be to bring more people.
